DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the subject 
matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claim 20 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to 
particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. 

The term "fills the space between the cortex of the femoral neck" is not clear. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on sale in 
this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

4. Claim 20 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Baroud et al. 
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Baroud discloses prosthesis comprising: 

• A solid body member 3 that fills the space between the cortex of the femoral neck; 

• A head member 20; 

• A joining member 2; 

• A fastener 22; 

• No other fasteners used 

• The body member has a length for positioning in the bone; 

• A collar 33; 

• The joining member has a morse-tapered portion; 

• Modular components; 

• A barrel nut 23; 

• A screw; 

• An extension 31; 

• Triangular in cross-section; and 

• Circular in cross section. 

Information Disclosure Statement
